Sets $25,000 As Top 
For All Net Incomes 


President Also Favors Heavy Taxes* 
Curb On Installment Buying And 
Rationing Of Scarce Goods

WASHINGTON, April 27—President Roosevelt today pro- 
posed the stabilization of wages and salaries of individuals as 
part of a seven-point program designed to combat the upward 
spiral in the cost of living. 
/ 
The program, outlined in a message to congress, is the 
administri|jion’8 plan for gearing the economy of the nation 
and its people to emergency war conditions. 
The chief executive also proposed heavy taxes, holding personal 
and corporate profits to reasonable levels, stabilization of prices re* 
eeived by farmers, discouraging^credit and installment buying, ration* 
ing of all essential scarce commodities and atimulation of the pur* 
chase of War Savings Bonds. 
He said that during the war "no American citizen should have a 
net. income, after he has paid his taxes, of more than $25,000 a year.” 
The President declared, "I believe the stabilizing the coat of living 
will mean that wages in general can and should be kept at existing 
levels” and asked repeal of the provision# of the price-fixing law 
which allow farm commodities to rise 110 percent of parity. (Parity 
is the price designed to give the farmer a return, based on industrial 
purchases, enjoyed in a 1909-14 base period.) 
Opposes End Of 40-Hour Week 
Mr. Roosevelt also declared it is “indefensible that those who en­ 
joy large incomes from state and locgl securities should be Immune 
from taxation while we are at war” and urged that state, municipal 
and similar bonds “be subject at least to surtaxes.” 
Flatly opposing suspension of th# 40-hour work week law, the 
President said: 
“Most workers in munition industries are working far more than 
40 hours a week and should continue to be paid at time and a half 
for overtime. Otherwise, their weekly pay envelopes would be reduced.1* 
Mr. Roosevelt reported that ”all4--------------------------------------- - 
-------- 
strikes are at a minimum.” 


GERMANS ‘SURPRISED’

The brushing aside of all reich 
lawa was heralded in Hitler’s ad­ 
dress in Kroll Opera House when 
be declaimed. “I therefore beg of 
the German reichaiag explicit con­ 
firmation I legally am entitled to 
hold anyone to his duties or to 
sentence or cashier or oust from of­ 
fice and position anyone without 
consideration of his person of well­ 
earned privileges who in my con- 
sclentous opinion does not fulfill 
his dutiss." 
Hitler said “everyone must know 
that today there are only duties. ” 
that there are no privileges and 
that he wanted no one coming to 
bim for a “vacation" when he could 
not give his soldiers leave. 
Impressed By Bxoltemsnt 
Throughout the epeecb. listeners 
were impressed by Hitler’s evident 
excitement and preoccupation with 
the internal situation. 
"You, therefore, will understand 
and certainly agree that in one or 
the other case I have acted bard 
and ruthlessly In order to master 
by grim determination the fate to 
which otherwlle we might have 
had to succumb.” he said as a note 
of passion rose in bis voice. 
"It was only very seldom that I 
personally

from the Caucasus, rushed against 
our lines. If the Russians pene­ 
trated 
between 
hardly-fortified 
bases in ever fresh waves of at­ 
tack they could do it only by 
sacrificing hundreds of thousands 
of men. 
"The problem which caused us 
the greatest trouble was bringing 
up supplies because neither the 
German soldier, nor the German

But the hour will come, he said, 
whan the eastern front “again will 
awaken from its numbness. Then 
history will decide who has been

or the defender.” 
This was Hitler’* first speech 
since Jan. 30 when he reviewed 
difficulties on the eastern front, 
and the relchstag’s first session 
since Dec. ll when war waB de­ 
clared on the United States, and 
the fuehrer paid some attention 
to the war in the Pacific. 
“The heroic fight of the Jap­ 
anese people in a few months has 
shown that it was most foolish and 
slily to provoke Japan into war,” 
he said. “Lam not so sure that the 
English still today are so firmly 
convinced of the correctness of the 
political methods of Churchill and 
Roosevelt.” 
Ridicules Allied Encouragement 
The Japanese decision to "ans­ 
wer arrogant provocation" and en­ 
ter the war "cam e to us as a re­ 
lief," 
he 
said. 
because "paraly­ 
zation of German submarine activi­ 
ties In the last. year was solely 
due to our efforts to avoid any 
conflict one could think of with 
the United States.” 
Now. he declared, the oceans of 
the world are open to the U-boat. 
He ridiculed Allied “encourage­ 
ments" such as “the fact that Gen. 
MacArthur 
managed 
to 
escape 
from the Philippines Just in time." 
If the German were nervous over 
British 
Commando 
raids. 
Hitler 
had only sarcasm. He rem arked: 
“It 
was 
likewise 
encouraging 
when 20 Englishmen with blacken­ 
ed faces, on rubber soles and in 
a rubber boat landed at some point 
of the coast occupied by us, who 
disappeared as soon as a German 
patrol came In sight. Every people 
has its kind of encouragement."

Columbiana county chair­ 
man of the agricultural adjustment 
administration setup, warned to­ 
day that unless farmers approve 
the wheat marketing quota at the 
referendum next Saturday, the na­ 
tion will face trouble because of 
the surplus. 
He said tho avalanche of harvest 
ed grain this sunnier will tie up 
railroad facilities badly needed for 
movement of war materials, as one 
of the anticipated results. 
Stock Bets Record 
“It Is a cold fact that the nation 
today has the greatest stock of 
wheat In history. Wheat harvest 
time this summer will bring our 
supplies to new record-breaking 
levels. 
“A defeat of the marketing quota 
will mean that the government 
cannot legally advance loans on 
wheat put in storage and farmers 
will have to sell Immediately on 
the open market, or else store the 
wheat on the farms.” 
Not many farmers, he reminded, 
can afford to store on the farm 
unless it is covered by a govern 
ment loan. 
The marketing quota enables 
farmers to market wheat in orderly 
fashion. Instead of dumping Ute 
wheat on the market at harvest 
time, which would give the wheat 
speculators a chance to depress 
the price, farmers can get a com­ 
modity loan and put the wheaf un­ 
der government storage until euch 
time as they may desire to sell. 
Ask For ’Yss’ Vote 
"One of the most effective ways 
that farmers can assist the nation’s 
war effort and. incidentally, help 
themselves, is to vote ’yes’ on the 
marketing quota”, he declared. 
"Approval of the wheat market­ 
ing quota will mean less strain on 
railroad facilities at a time when 
they are trying to move war ma­ 
terials to our fighting fronts. It 
will mean, too, that farm families 
themselves will be on better eco­ 
nomic ground to stand the shock 


of the war effort The price of 
wheat will be stabilized at a fair 
level, instead of sinking to the 
ruinous levels of the early 1930V' 
Mr. Rogers pointed out that “our 
armed forces are fighting all over 
the world today for political de­ 
mocracy, bat that fanners on the 
home front have a very real op­ 
portunity on May 2 to strike a blow 
for economic democracy by parti­ 
cipating in the wheat referendum 
and voting ‘yes’ ”,

Was the country so filled with war 
widows and soldiers crippled on 
the Russian front that unrest was 
stirring? 
(W as an incipient revolt in the 
making?) 
The brushing aside of all reich 
laws was heralded In Hitler's ad­ 
dress in Kroll Opera House when 
be declaimed, “I therefore beg of 
the German reichstag explicit con­ 
firmation I legally am entitled to 
hold anyone to his duties or to 
sentence or cashier or oust from of­ 
fice and position anyone without 
consideration of his person of well­ 
earned privileges who In my con- 
sclentous opinion does not fulfill 
his duties.” 
Hitler said “everyone must know 
that today there are only duties,” 
that there are no privileges end 
that he wanted ho one coming to 
bim for a “vacation” when he could 
not give hie soldiers leave. 
Impressed By Excitement 
Throughout the speech, listeners 
were Impressed by Hitler’s evident 
excitement and preoccupation with 
the internal situation. 
“You, therefore, will understand 
nod certainly agree that in one or 
the other cees I have acted hard 
and ruthlessly la order to master 
by grim determination the fate to 
which otherwlle we might have 
had to succumb.” he said aa a note 
of passion rose in bls voice. 
“It was only very seldom that I 
personally had to 
intervene 
iu 
places where nerve# and discipline 
slackened. I did so with the utmost 
ruthlessness, and thanks to the 
sovereignty which the nation gave 
me. we withstood this winter.” 
His anger appeared to be dE 
reded st some German Judges who 
be said had condemned lawbreakers 
to long prison terras when their 
services were needed In war work.

dispatches 
from Berlin last Friday reporting 
that death sentences had been pro­ 
nounced upon two Germen Indus­ 
trialists.

This was H itler’s first speech 
since Jan. 30 when he reviewed 
difficulties on the eastern front, 
and the reichsfag's first session 
since Dec. ll when war was de­ 
clared on the United States, and 
the fuehrer paid some attention 
to the war In the Pacific. 
“The heroic fight of the Jap ­ 
anese people in a few months has 
shown that it was most foolish and 
silly to provoke Japan Into war,” 
he said. “Lam not so sure that the 
English still today are so firmly 
convinced of the correctness of the 
political methods of Churchill and 
Roosevelt.” 
Ridicules Allied Encouragement 
The Japanese decision to “ans­ 
wer arrogant provocation" and en­ 
te r the war “came to us as a re­ 
lief," he 
said. 
because "paraly­ 
zation of German submarine activi­ 
ties in the last year was solely 
due to our efforts to avoid any 
conflict one could think of with 
the United States.” 
Now. he declared, the oceans of 
the world are open to the U-boat. 
He ridiculed Allied “encourage­ 
m ents" such as “the fact that Gen. 
M acArthur 
managed 
to 
escape 
from the Philippines ju st in time." 
If the German were nervous over 
British 
Commando 
raids. 
Hitler 
had only sarcasm. He rem arked: 
“It 
was 
likewise 
encouraging 
when 20 Englishmen with blacken­ 
ed faces, on rubber soles and In 
a rubber boat landed at some point 
of the coast occupied by us, who 
disappeared as soon as a German 
patrol came In sight. Every people 
has Its kind of encouragement."

Organized labor. Mr. Roosevelt 
said, has given up voluntarily Its 
right to strike during the war. 
Therefore, he said, all stabilization 
or adjustm ent of wages will be 
handled by the W ar Labor Board 
machinery which he said has been 
accepted generally by labor and 
industry for adjustm ent of all dis­ 
putes. 
A fter rem arking that strikes ara 


a t a minimum, the President said 
th at in all fairness, existing con­ 
tracts between employers and em­ 
ployes m ust be carried through to 
their expiration date, w ith exist­ 
ing machinery for handling labor 
disputes 
continuing to consider 
inequalities and the elimination of 
anb-standards of living. 
Only an all-embracing program 
will suffice to keep the cost of liv­ 
ing in check, Mr. Roosevelt said. 
“When the cost of living spirals 
upward week after week and month 
after month,” the President said, 
“people as a whole are bound to 
become poorer, because the pay 
envelope then will lag behind ris­ 
ing retail prices. The price paid 
for carrying on the war by the gov­ 
ernm ent and, therefore hy the peo­ 
ple, will Increase by many billions 
if prices go up.” 
Then, (recalling the old saying 
th at “that which comes up always 
m ust come down.” the President 
spoke on the hardships and heart­ 
aches in the years after the last 
war. WO do not intend after this 
one, he said, to present the “same 
disastrous situation” to the brave 
men fighting our battles today in 
all parts of the world.

Job Of Caring For Families Proves 


Too Big For Charity Groups Alone 


Since Raid On Pearl Harbor

A BOUT 122 years ago, the Idea was developed 
* in the United State* navy of the navy “taking 
care of its own.” 
That explains the Navy Relief society in a few 
words. 
The society, Itself, was incorporated in 1904, with 
national headquarters in Washington and auxiliaries 
in every important center. 
In 
peacetime 
it ha* 
been 
supported 
largely 
through the voluntary contributions of the officers 
and men of the navy, who take great pride in th* 
society. 
When a navy man dies In line of duty or from 
any other cause, the society immediately invests 
gates the financial needs of the man’s family. In 
cities where auxiliaries are located, this investiga­ 
tion is made by a volunteer worker associated with 
the navy—a chaplain, wife or mother of a navy 
man. 
In other areas, where no auxiliaries exist, this 
investigation is carried on, in the largest number 
of instances, by Red Cross workers. On the basis 
of the report and recommendation of the investi­ 
gator, the society grants financial aid when needed. 
This precedes the payment of government funds or 
pensions to the needy family, if eligible. 
Outright grants of such sums as $50, $75 and $100 
are often sufficient to tide over the emergency until 
regular government funds come to the family. In 
other instances, regular monthly payments of ap­ 
proximately $30 are made, continued from month 
to month, if investigation shows continued needs. 


T HAVE taken the liberty of quoting here from a 
* statement from the National Citizens committee, 
headed by Clarence Dillon, which is carrying on a 
campaign to raise $5,000,000 for the Navy Relief 
society. I think my readers will be interested In 
learning more of the details of the magnificent work 
of the organization they have been hearing so much 
about lately. 
The national lottery I advocate to raise funds 
for both navy and army relief would produce sums 
that would make $5,000,000 seem trifling, but since 
the lottery is rather a vague possibility and the 
stern realities of the present situation render the 
money for relief quite urgent, the campaign of the 
citizens’ committee must be encouraged and sup­ 
ported. 
The Navy Relief society also often gives supple 
mentary assistance to families where the regular 
government pensions are not sufficient to prevent 
distress. According to the present scale of regular 
pensions, mothers of navy men killed in action get 
$15 a month, a widow gets $22 a month and a $5 
a month allowance for each child under 18 years 
of age, which you must agree is little enough. 


-pH E society also extends financial ald to the navy 
I 
man’s family as a result of the government’s 
ruling that no payment of six month’s salary or 
pensions can be paid to the navy man’s beneficiar­ 
ies lf his death does not occur Incident to the serv­ 
ice. This means that if the navy man is killed while 
on shore leave or while at liberty, the family gets 
no government funds. 
A very Important part of the work of the society 
is the granting of loans to officers and men in the 
navy to take care of emergencies in their families. 
These loans are almost entirely to meet medical and 
surgical expenses or to pay funeral services of mem­ 
bers of the family. In 1941, there were 11,199 loans 
for $533,667.49, all made without interest. 
It gives educational ald to the orphaned children 
of navy men, particularly to the sons of navy men 
who show promise of being qualified to enter the 
naval academy at Annapolis, Its auxiliaries help 
many navy families with their problems, large and 
small. The society, through its representatives, 1* 
the counselor and guide and the very good friend 
of these families In time of stress. 
It must be remembered that since Pearl Harbor, 
the enlisted personnel of the navy has grown by 
more than 140,000 and the authorized strength of 
500,000 undoubtedly, will be Increased considerably. 
Hence, the work of the Navy Relief society Is now 
more important than ever before and the $5,000,000 
the citizens’ committee is seeking is a mere pittance 
as against the cause Involved.

OH FOR the dear, dead days when a headline read­ 
er could win the war without even shifting 
his weight in an overstuffed chair!

Is It better to rake over and 
aow new grace seed into a lawn 
that ie already started or work 
the soil over and make a new 
lawn? 
I have always felt that most 
folks waste a tremendous quantity 
of grass seed in trying to reseed 
established lawns when actually 
the lawns require fertilizer rather 
than seed. Unless you have bare 
spots in your lawn the size of 
your face, fertilizing with a com­ 
plete commercial fertilizer will be 
of far greater value than reseed­ 
ing. 
You can use an analysis of 4- 
12-4, 6-8-6, 10-6-4 or something simi­ 
lar containing the three necessary 
elements. If I were working over 
a lawn, I would prefer to do It in 
August when my grass seed would 
come up and my weeds would not.

Can the poinsettia be set out 
now and repotted in the fall and 
have blooms by Christmas?

DAIN POPULARITY 


New Model Built For Small 


House Gives More Space 


In response to the growing trend 
toward simplification of mechani­ 
cal equipment in the home, free­ 
standing radiators now are made 
so 
that they can 
be 
recessed 
under windows, says the Plumbing 
and Heating Industries bureau. 
A new model of a free-standing 
radiator which is made only 3| 
Inches wide which leaves room to 
spare when it is fitted in between 
studs under a window. 
In order to facilitate further 
the snug recessing of the unit in 
the wall, the radiator ha* tappings, 
that is, pipe openings at the bot­ 
tom so that labor as well as ma* 
terial la saved in installation. 
The radiators are particularly 
suitable for low*cost compact houses 
where the moderate cost of free­ 
standing radiation la a factor, aa 
well as the space-saving feature 
of complete concealment in the 
walls. 
The radiator is made In an at­ 
tractive, modem design with slen­ 
der, neat lines. Due to its low 
steam or water content, the radia­ 
tor heats quickly. 
The unit, which Is 25 inches 
high, may be obtained without legs, 
with short leg 2} inches high, or 
with a high leg of 41 inches. The 
latter is often preferred by house­ 
wives who like the accessibility 
provided for easy cleaning under 
the radiator.

Gain Of 10 Pct. Over 1941 


Reported For February 


Spacial Ta Til* Ravia*. 
WASHINGTON, April 27—Con­ 
tinuing upward during the win­ 
ter, although at a more moderate 
rate than in the late summer and 
early fall of 1941, construction 
costs of a standard six-room bouse 
during February rose one half of 
one percent over the January fig­ 
ure, economists of the federal home 
loan bank administration reported 
today. 
Based on the average month of 
1935-1939 as IOO. the bank admin­ 
istration’s cost Index for February 
was 121.2. The report pointed out 
that the February figure represents 
a lo percent increase over the same 
tnonth last year. 
“The building material element 
has. accounted for a higher per­ 
centage of each monthly rise In 
costs than has labor during the 
past eight months, with the ex­ 
ception of October when wage rates 
showed the greatest increase,” said 
the report. 
“For the past year as a whole, 
however. Increases In both ma­ 
terials and labor have been fair­ 
ly uniform—materials now show­ 
ing an l l percent increase over 
February. 1941 and labor 9 per­ 
cent. In comparison with the 1935- 
1939 average, materials costs had 
Increased 19 percent hy February, 
while labor costs were up 25 per­ 
cent.” 


Hard And Soft Woods 
Require Varied Filler 
When Floor Finishing 


When 
finishing 
floors, 
stair­ 
cases 
and 
woodwork 
in 
your 
home, remember that ash, beech. 
birch, cherry, maple and elm are 
bard woods of close grain and do 
not require wood 
filler in 
the 
finishing 
process. 
Southern 
or 
Georgia pine, though classed as 
hard and close grained wood, re­ 
quires a liquid filler for a fine 
finish. 
The soft woods that should be 
dressed with a liquid filler are 
basswood, cedar, sugar and west­ 
ern yellow pines. Oak, chestnut, 
mahogany and walnut are woods 
of open grain. 
These call for a paste filler, ap­ 
plied In accordance with the in­ 
structions on the can. After a 
quarter of an hour or more, the 
excess filler should be removed 
with a coarse cloth, rubbing across 
the grain of the wood. 


TONES OFTEN BETTER 
THAN STRONG COLORS 


A little bit or a dominant amount 
of gold in a room gives it a rich 
appearance, but an intermediate 
quantity is likely to appear garish, 
decorative authorities agree. 
Raw colors are seldom so effec­ 
tive as tints or tones. To get a 
lighter effect, use'white with your 
raw color. To get a darker tone, 
mix with gray.

, Dr. Marion Crane of the U. S. 
children’s bureau, co-author of In­ 
fant Care, one of the most widely-

books in 
the 
world, says that if all children over 
Aine months old were immunised 
right now against diphtheria, one 
©f the worst scourges of any war 
could come and go without affect­ 
ing a single American child. 
Here’s another of the facts and 
figures; Last month a 6-year-old 
lad was climbing a tree in his 
hack yard. He fell to the ground, 
fixcept for a slightly cut knee, 
Miere were no ill effects. However, 
dirt penetrated the wound and a 
few days later the boy was dead. 
It needn’t have happened. 
Why? Because physicians can 
give Injections which prevent te­ 
tanus (lockjaw). 
Here are still more figures: Last 
year there were 211,292 cases of 
whooping cough in this country. 
.At least a large number of these 
victims might have been spared. 
A serum has been developed 
which 
prevents whooping cough 
in most cases and results in less 
severe attacks in the majority of 
those 
Who have contracted 
the 
disease. 
Small pox, diphtheria, lockjaw, 
•rid typhoid are preventable dis­ 
eases. Whooping cough and scar­ 
let fever are partially preventable. 
These are things to remember 
when you look at your children 
and talk about Child Health Week.

Dr. Louis W. Sauer has written From Infancy Through Childhood 
which is in my opinion one of the best books of its kind ever to be 
printed. 
I have been looking through it to try to find something useful 
that has been omitted, but have been unable to do so. And besidee 
that, there ie a great deal of new -J*-----------------------------------— — ---- 
material which never has appear­ 
ed in a book of this type before. 
To list some of the topics which 
Dr. Sauer has covered, there are 
chapters 
on 
“Breast 
Feeding”, 
“Bottle Feeding”, “Vitamins and 
Balanced Diets,” with good advice 
about cereals, milk, planning the 
child’s 
meals, vegetables, canned 
vegetables, sugar and a number 
of recipes. There is a good dis­ 
cussion of the underweight child 
and the overweight child. 
The 
chapter on 
“P h y s i c a l 


Health” considers the sequence of 
a child’s development, sleep, fresh 
air juid sunshine, hot weather pre­ 
cautions, exercise and play, toys 
and games, flat foot, baby teeth, 
permanent teeth and so forth. The 
chapter on "Mental Health” with 
intelligence tests Is very conserva­ 
tive and sane.

chapter on common contagious dis­ 
eases and also a chapter on non­ 
contagious diseases, with the signs 
which should give warning. 


Other chapters consider the In­ 
cubator baby 
and

Something new in a textbook of 
this kind is the recommendation to 
keep a medical, chart which will 
have information that will be use­ 
ful in later years. 
To read this is to get an idea of

Prospective Mothers Should Take 
Special Care In Selection Of Food

We recently have studied the work of a Canadian philanthropist 
who, in a certain district iii Canada, provided for entirely adequate 
diets for prospective mothers with the reported result that there was 
a great gain in the health of the child and the mother was protected 
from many conditions after the birth of the child had taken place. 
O bstetricians have been saying for some years that it is not 
necessary to observe the old slo-*J*--------------------------------------------------- 
gan that the prospective mother 
m ust '‘eat for two”. 
This, however, applies more to 
the lipper income groups where it 
is quite possible that the mother 
attem pting to increase the nutri­ 
tional needs of the condition be­ 
comes overweight, which may lead 
to perm anent obesity. 
Studies Are Cited 
There Is no doubt that preg­ 
nancy imposes certain extra nu­ 
tritional demands on the m other’s 
organism, but it appears from a 
num ber of careful 
studies 
that 
this applies to the quality rather 
than the quantity of food. 
In 
Philadelphia 
it 
was found 
that the mothers of congenitally 
deformed children had marked de­ 
ficiencies in the way of protective 
foods in the diet. 
In a district in Maryland it was 
found that 20 percent of prenatal 
cases showed anem ia on a food 
intake of which the main articles 
w ere pork, white bread, potatoes, 
corn syrup and dried beans. Milk, 
tm Mer, eggs, green vegetables and 
fruit were notably a tte n t from the 
diet. 
In 
prenatal 
cases 
studied 
in 
Boston it was noted that only a 
fifth met the optimal requirem ents 
for calcium and none had an es­ 


sential 
protein 
intake. 
This 
is 


I largely duo to ignorance because 
the recommended diets of public 
health authorities can he supplied 
on a very moderate wage scale. 
Dr. Philip F. W illiams of Phila­ 
delphia studied the diets of 514 
expectant m others and Judged that 
only IO could be term ed good; 209, 
fair, and 295, poor. 
Most of these 
women were of a quite good eco­ 
nomic status. 
They were chosen from the pre­ 
natal clinics of the Jew ish hos­ 
pital. 
Presbyterian 
hospital 
and 
the Philadelphia General hospital 
and a num ber were from the pri­ 
vate practices of three Philadel­ 
phia obstetricians. 
The total caloric, starch and fat 
intakes were unaffected by income. 
The intakes of vitamins A, B, C, 
etc., rose with the income. Pro­ 
tein, calcium and iron showed a 
slight rise with increased income. 
This is obviously a m atter of 
ignorance and poor selection of 
food rather than economic status.

Command Should Appear As ‘Information’, 
Not Open Threat, To Win Best Cooperation

O rdinarily we think of obedience as the readiness to do what one 
is told to do and not to do what one is told not to do. 
In the practical world this is true and obedience is a. very de­ 
sirable trait for good citizenship at home, a t school, on a Job. and 
in the world at large, 
But at home and a t school, even on the Job. there are relatively 
few instances in which a persona* 
------------- 
needs to be commanded in the 
sense that he is reminded of the 
force back of the command, 
W hether to an employe, a child 
at school, o r a child at home, the 
best cooperation is obtained, as a 
rule, when the one commanded Is 
least aw are of it as a command 
and most aw are of it as informa­ 
tion. 
In the home, teaching obedience 
to a growing child is not always 
easy, so m any special cases arise 


and so many strong emotions are 
involved. 
The best way for parents to pre­ 
pare the child to do what he Is 
told at school, and later in the 
wider world, is to begin, except for 
necessary routines, with virtudly 
no positive commands at home and 
to add but few of them thereaf­ 
ter. In other words, 
make 
only 
negative commands. 
We 
shall 
think of obedience, 
chiefly then, in term s of w hat we 


tell the child not to do (when we 
are present), and of cooperation in 
terms of what we ask him to do. 
W hat we want him to do we 
shall ask him to do. W hat we want 
him never to do (in our presence) 
we shall command him not to do. 
We shall aim to make pleasant 
what we request the child to do 
and painful what we command him 
not to do. 
- 
We shall be careful not to com­ 
mand him at all concerning his 
conduct in our absence, unless we 
can have objective check. 
About the best way to make a 
child uncooperative and disobed­ 
ient is to command him what to do 
or not to do away from us. Our 
hope to control him best in our 
absence is through the habits and 
attitudes 
we 
have 
developed in 
him in our presence.

This 
kind of punishm ent almost never 
has the desired effect. 
Usually this type of treatm ent 
contributes to increasing bad be­ 
havior in the m other’s absence. 
The punishment comes too long 
after the offense occurred. It puts 
the other person in the position 
of an official tattler, and makes 
the child less cooperative. W hat is 
still worse. It associator unpleas­ 
antness with the m other’s home­ 
coming and robs her and the child 
of happy companionship. 
First of all th e m other should 


get a 
competent caretaker 
and 
then she should teach the child to 
learn the meaning af NO. In vari­ 
ous ways aha can let the child 
learn th at the caretaker’s word Is 
the same as her own. 
Must Assume Responsibility 
Let the person in charge assume 
complete responsibility In th e par­ 
ent’s absence. 
If undesirable be­ 
havior must he reported It should 
be done out of the youngster’s 
hearing. 
There should be no pun­ 
ishm ent in consequence. 
The in­ 
formation should only be used to 
guide 
the 
parent 
in^ choosing 
whether to employ a more capable 
nurse, stay home, or take the con­ 
sequences. 
Few parents are willing to pay 
enough to the people attending 
their children. Many mothers who 
are working could afford to pay 
more than they do for these serv­ 
ices and assure wise guidance and 
protection for their children.

Following are Question» sent 
to Garry C. Myers, Ph.D., by per­ 
sons throughout the country. Dr. 
Myers is a child psychologist 
and authority on parents' prob­ 
lems. These are his answers to 
the questions. 


Q —“I would like to know if 
asthma in a child is catching?" 
A.—No, not Lf K Is true asthma 
Whooping 
cough 
sometimes 
re­ 
sembles asthma and the distinc­ 
tion should be made. 


Q —“How much time for outdoor 
play 
should 
a 
10-year-old 
child 
bare while going to school?” 
A.—At least two hours a day on 
schuol days and much more on 
Saturday and Sunday, when no 
body will bother him for irregular 
errands. 


Q —Should the mother try to 
control her child by threatening 
to tell the father? 
A —About the meanest mother 
Lh 
the tattling mother. Anyway 
punishment, to be effective, must 
be immediate, especially with the 
younger child, and should be in­ 
flicted by the parent who is with 
the child at the -time of his pun­ 
ishable act. 


Q.—Would 
it bo possible 
for 
a iK>y five years of age to get 
asthma from playing with a dog? 
A —Yes, 
hypersensitiveness 
to 
animal dander is one of the most 
frequent causes of asthma. 


Q.—Should a parent spank a 9 
year-old child who is late getting 
od to school because she dwadles 
habitually in the morning? 
A.—I would hope no child as old 
as 3 would be punished physically. 
Let this child be told the night be" 
fo re that she will be held respon­ 
sible for getting off to school on 
time hereafter. Then keep your 
word. Call her in ample time. Never 
say “Hurry.” Let her know that if 
she is not ready to leave on time 
(time definitely named beforehand) 
sh** will have to stay home, for at 
least the forenoon, and sit in a 
chair doing nothing for exactly 
two hours, without book, radio or 
anything else to amuse ber. Pro­ 
ceed in like fashion every morning 
until she is “cured". Win the co 
operation of the school In this pro 
gram, To be successful, you might 
need adhesive on your lips to hold 
them together. The tongue will be 
your 
biggest 
hindrance 
to 
the 
Child’s success. 


Q —A mother of two boys 12 and 
4 wants to know how she eau get 
them to play together la peace. 
A —She cannot, except occasion­ 
ally. She should know they live

The younger should he disciplined 
not to bother the older nor to 
pother bls things. Also the older 
Should have privileges and respon 
nihilities Hot had by the younger. 


Q — Is money reward for good 
pc boo I grades desirable? 
A.—Usually not. In a very few 
flostanoes, however, it might, lf 
wisely administered, tip the scales 
of successful 
endeavor. 
Parents 
: 


ho cannot feel happy unless they 
ffer rewards for school grades, 
ghould place the reward in terms 
Of the child's own Improvement; 
sot giving so much money for a 
given grade but for each grade 
better thau the former one by the 
tam e child. In this way the child 
might be effectively stimulated to 
try to surpass previous records.

youngster of eight who recently 
has been purloining small change 
fioin members of the family?" 
A —None, unless he Is caught in

Stubborn children were not born that way. They were made et ab* 
born, by the parents who supposed they were doing their beet ta pre­ 
vent stubbornness. 
Beginning with the infant, the first problem la to aroid practic­ 
ing the child in unnecessary resistance. The wise and skillful mother 
aims not to hamper the child with «|» 
—............... —| 
haste nor crowd him unduly with 
clothes neither does she cram his 
arms and legs hurriedly into a 
garment nor bathe him as if he 
were a metal doll. 
She always takes ample time 
in order to avoid his resistance 
and win his cooperation. 
Wheu he begins to size small 
and dangerous objects from the 
floor, she gets them from him, 
probably by putting something 
into the other hand, without stir­ 
ring up resistance in him. If the 
object Is in his mouth she is still 
more skillful at getting it from 
him. 
Should she hurry him and cause 
him to grow angry and resist, she 
has taught him stubbornness. If, 
on the contrary, she eventually 
succeeds in getting him to hand 
her such foreign objects as he 
finds, approving him with smiles, 
tender words and loving pats, she 
has taught him effectually to co­ 
operate^ and not to be stubborn. 
When your child begins to walk, 
you will teach him by means of 
spanking to always avoid a few 
•pecific tilings. As soon as he has 


learned the meaning of NO, yow 
can change from spanking aa pun­ 
ishment to having him sit doing 
nothing where you can see him for 
exactly twenty minutes. 
Remember, you will use punish-, 
ment only to keep him from doing 
the few forbidden things; not to 
get him to do what you want him 
to do. Make painful only what ho 
must never do; pleasant what yow 
want him to do. 


Encourage Self-Feeding 
The most important thing for a 
parent to emphasize in order to

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y Child's 'I Don’t Feel Good’ May Mean Little, 
Or It May Be Warning Of Serious Ailment 


Ifaa y times a child 
w ill corned 
Borne from school or come into 
tho house from piny sad will say. 
/ ’"Mother, I don’t feet food.” Very 
often it is a tririal disorder caused 
by confinement in a stuffy school­ 
room or by too strenuous exercise 
>r by indigestion. 
Mothers become accustomed to 
these occasional upsets and very 
often make light of them. 


But the wise plan is to immedi­ 
ately put such a child 
to bed, 
fire him nothing hut cold water 
to drink and wait a short time for 
other symptoms to make their ap­ 
pearance. Bren if it is a transient 
upset, the child will recover more 
quickly if he is ordered to rest. 
But occasionally these symptoms 
might mean the beginning of some­ 
thing else such aa scarlet fever, 


measles, or our ancient enemy, ap­ 
pendicitis. lf the disease should be 
one of the communicable ones, the 
lad properly belongs In bed and 
will profit by the order. 
He will also be away from his 
playmates and will not be start­ 
ing what might become a great epi­ 
demic. In many diseases it requires 
several days for accute diagnosis 
and children should not 
be at 
large daring 
this 
time 
because 
these are the days that diseases 
arc most contagions. 
When it is known that there are 
a great many cases of contagion 
in the vicinity mothers should be 
even more alert and must be sus­ 


picious of any unusual symptom. 
Childhood diseases are not neces­ 
sary and in many instances it is 
not the infection Itself but the 
complications that are dangerous. 
For this reason the tick child 
should be strictly isolated from 
hts own brothers and sisters and 
from everyone until one is sure 
that it is safe to allow him to be 
around his playmates. 
Appendicle* is not as frequent 
as some other afflictions but it 
does occurr in childhood and it is 
of the greatest Importance that it 
be recognised as early as is pos­ 
sible. Certainly the youngster who 
vomits or bas a bowel disorder 


should not be given castor oil tm 
any other cathartic until the phy* 
sician has o&refolly examined him 
and authorised such treatment. 
Any experienced physician will 
testify that, among families who 
do put their children to bed as 
soon as illness is suspected, the 
patient will make more speedy 
and satisfactory recovery and that 
by so doing the spread of disease 
may readily ho controlled. It in 
safer for him to mise a few day* 
of school than to contaminate an 
entire classroom and the parent* 
can feel satisfied that they have 
done their hest to protect their 
child and his comrades.

A child who refuses to drink any 
milk during meals offers a particu­ 
lar problem. 
T he following program may be 
the cure: 
* 
Place a very sm all cup or g lassi 
of milk before the child a t the be­ 
ginning of the meal. 
Have no 
other food in sigM. Have no other 
person present. 
It a leo m ight be 
well to place this milk on a low 
chair or table and let th e child 
walk up to it or not as desired. 
Merely a ttract attention to th e 
milk. 
Say nothing more. Go about 
your work and find a way to be 
very busy. 
If, after five minutes, 
the milk is not gone say nothing 
and take it to the kitchen. 
L et the m eal end there no m at­ 
ter how muoh the child begs for 
food. 
Make sure no m ore food is 
obtainable till the next meal time, 
when a small cup will be offered 
as before. 
If the child holds out for m ore 
th an 
th ree 
meals, 
or 
develops 
nausea, 
call 
your 
doctor. 
The 
chances 
are 
a youngster 
won’t 
hold out for more than tw o meals 
at most. 
Once the child decides to drink 
the milk offer other foods as usu­ 
al. 
After several meals with suc­ 
cess, not varying one bit from 
this 
procedure, 
i n c r e a s e 
the 
amount of milk very gradually, 
with about a tablespoonful added 
every day, till the desired am ount 
Is reached. 
Be very sure you do not weaken 
so as to let th e child have any 
food ait a meal till after the milk 
has been drunk. 
This advice will 
be hard for you to follow. 
It may 
cause you heartaches. 
But lf you 
have the stuff in you to follow 
th is advice, the problem should be 
solved 
completely 
a fter 
a 
few 
weeks or months. 
Just .remember th a t you are not 
going to coax o r tell th e child to 
drink milk, nor let anybody else 
do so. Be wholly speechless about 
food or eating.

W ith modern instrum ents and 
skill it is possible to remove these 
foreign bodies with ease in a way 
j which would have been impossible

30 years ago.

The astonishing thing about the 
case and the great lesson about all 
such accidents is th at the child 
• 
had no idea whatever that the 
safety pin had passed into the 
glottis. There was no choking or 
gagging. It simply slid down past 
the vocal cords and lodged in the 
’ * 
windpipe. 
The modern general practitioner 
must be on the alert for the symp- 
I 
toms 
of foreign 
bodies 
in 
the 
bronchial tubes and be able to 
make the diagnosis at an early 
moment so that our modern, ef­ 
fective treatment can be instituted. 
The first thing he should learn 
° 
is that in about a half the cases 
there is no recollection as to when 
The foreign body was inhaled, I 
knew a man who harbored an 
atomizer tip in his bronchial tube 
for nearly a year and only by 
searching his memory could he re­ 
member that there 
was a time 
when he discovered a tip missing 
from the bathroom closet. 
Second Lesson Taught 
These patients usually go to a 
general practitioner 
with 
symp- 
v 
toms of bronchitis, coughing, asth­ 
ma, profuse 
expectoration 
from 
irritation which the foreign body 
sots up, and the knowledge is be- 
f 
coming 
widespread 
th at 
under 
these circumstances a foreign body 
always should be suspected and 
examination 
instituted 
with 
the 
X ray or the bronchoscope.

The second terrible lesson of the 
case is that the child beld the 
safety pin in Its mouth in im ita 
lion of Its mother. 
« 
The great army of those who 
hold foreign bodies in their mouths 
should be demobilised. This in 
dudes mothers and nurses attend- 
k f ing infants during the diaper pe­ 
riod, dressmakers, toothpick chew­ 
ers, etc;, etc. 
Child Should Be Trained 
Nearly half the cases of foreign 
body inspiration are in children 
under three years of age. This also 
holds a lesson in prevention. A 
child can be trained not to put 
small objects in its mouth. 
Check the play yard for small 
objects before allowing the baby 
to play there. Do not rush for a 
child with a foreign body in its 
mouth. 
<~ 
Calroly ask the child for the 
object. Do not hold a child upside 
down to shake out a foreign body 
from the windpipe. 
Statistics show that all patients 
who inspired pieces of toys and 
jew elry had done so in childhood, 
under one and a half years of 
age. The lesson is to keep small 
objects out of reach of children. 
They are ju st ae contented to play 
with large objects. 
Inhalation of bones and 
hard 
food rem nants is rare in children, 
(nit 
wearers 
of 
false 
dentures 
stand very high in the percentage 
list of such accidents. 
The 
most 
dangerous 
form 
of 
foreign l>ody inhalation ie that of 
peanut shells, parts of peanuts or 
other nuts. In fact, all vegetable! 
foreign substances cause the m o st! 
severe reactions in the trachea and! 
the bronchial tubes.
